Wrapped within the covers 
of this catalog are over 1,500 opportunities to acquire treasured currency notes from the legendary Eric 
P. Newman Collection. The notes contained in this auction include the early Colonial issues, Continental 
Congress notes, United States Obsolete currency, Confederate currency, modern United States Small Size 
currency notes, and Error notes. 

The Colonial and Continental currency notes in the Newman Collection formed the basis of Eric's 
groundbreaking reference work, The Early Paper Money of America, now in its 5th edition. Eric's empirical 
and evidentiary research continues today, as he gathers new information to be included in the next edition. 

Nearly 900 Obsolete notes and sheets are offered here and provide a fascinating panorama of United 
States history, culture and art. Whether a low-grade Southern private scrip note or an intricately engraved 
color-tinted proof banknote, each has a significant story to tell, and enriches our understanding of the 
history of American commerce. 

The inclusion of Confederate, Small Size and Error notes reflects Eric's interest in all areas of American 
paper currency. As he recently commented during a phone call about paper money, "It's all fascinating." 

Over 3,000 currency notes from the Newman Collection have already traveled to new cabinets for the 
appreciation and study of the next generation of collectors inspired by Eric's research and writing. This 
unreserved Internet auction has numerous opportunities for further research endeavors and is truly a sale 
with something for everyone.

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COLONIAL NOTES 


THE NEWMAN PLATE NOTE 



86001 Colony of Connecticut October 10, 1771 40 Shillings Fr. 
CT-168. PCGS About New 50 Apparent. 

This uncancelled note is the highest denomination from a very scarce 
series. Very sharply printed, exemplifying the Timothy Green details 
in the border cuts and back cartouche. The signatures of Benj: Payne, 
Elisha Williams and George Wylly are sharply penned in red ink. This 
is the Newman plate note, illustrated on page 109 of the 5th edition of 
The Early Paper Money of America. Noted with “Small Edge Tears,” 
which are very minor. This has considerable eye appeal and is a supe¬ 
rior type note from the series.

This is another scarce series, and the highest denomination of five autho¬ 
rized. The imprint T. Green is on the back. Very sharply printed, uncan¬ 
celled and crisp. Some scattered, light foxing is noted as “Small Stains,” 
and the “Minor Mounting Remnants on Back” are petty. Superior to the 
Boyd Collection note sold in the January 2005 Ford Part VIII, lot 1421 for 
$460. An excellent type note from the act.

An uncancelled example and much scarcer than a cancelled note. This 
has “Small Edge Splits; Minor Stains,” but is solid and shows the Timothy 
Green imprint.

Another uncancelled note. Noted with “Small Edge Tears.” The imprint

ance and is well margined on both sides.

A superbly printed, uncancelled note from the series, and the highest of 
six denominations issued. Deep inking, printing clarity and sharp red 
signatures provide an appealing contrast. The strong embossing on the 
face is readily seen on the back. This shows the T. GREEN imprint and is 
a premium example.

This is an interesting example for the specialist. It is an uncancelled, 
remainder note without serial number or signatures. The note is well 
embossed, broadly margined for the series and type, and the seal is par¬ 
ticularly bold.

This is a significant example and might be the finest known; it is the best 
we have encountered. This denomination is not priced in Newman, and 
an auction catalog search for other examples yielded few offerings over 
the past few decades. Standing on its own merits, the note is uncancelled, 
vibrant, well margined and presents pleasing, natural surfaces. A top- 
notch Connecticut Colonial note, and tremendously undervalued. We 
have only sold the cut-cancelled Midnight Ride Collection note. That 
example does not approach this uncancelled, superb-looking note boast¬ 
ing the desirable Newman Collection pedigree.

About New 50 Apparent. 

The note is slash-cancelled, but still faces up well. Noted as “Paper- 
Toned” and with “Small Edge Splits; Minor Mounting Remnants.”

An uncancelled and interesting note from this series. Eric P. Newman 
noted that this example might possibly be an unpublished contem¬ 
porary counterfeit note. However, the comparison of this note with 
redeemed, hole-cancelled notes showed no discernable differences. 
Currently, there are no listed counterfeits from the series. The signatures 
of Hamlin and Williams are on the face. Noted with “Small Edge Tears.”

BLUE TURNPIKE GATE SCRIP 



86013 (Connecticut) Hartford & New Haven Turnpike Gate No. “1” 
Undated (Ca. 1799) 6 Cents 3 Mills Newman page 117. PCGS Choice 
About New 58. 

This is from an intriguing series of thick paper notes printed from cop¬ 
per plates engraved by Amos Doolittle. The notes have been collected by 
Colonial as well as Obsolete Currency collectors, particularly those inter¬ 
ested in unusual denominations (the use of “Mills” is rarely encountered). 
Printed in all blue, and much scarcer than the notes printed in black ink. 
The small vignette shows a man in a horse-drawn sled. The right end bor¬ 
dering is intricate. Signed by Jas. Hillhouse. Very scarce, and this is a bold 
example with very minor handling.

This very attractive B. FRANKLIN and D. HALL printed note is in above 
average condition for the series and type. Both face and back are sharply 
printed, with excellent details on the lion vignette and nature print. 
The imprint is very clearly defined. Noted only with some “Small Edge 
Splits.” An ideal representative of this type from Delaware, and a supe¬ 
rior example.

The imprint 
of James Adams, who had worked for Franklin in Philadelphia, is on the 
back. Adams also engraved the cuts.

Very broadly margined and deeply printed by James Adams. The full 
left side sheet edge is still present.

The pence bills use a smaller format than the shilling-denominated notes 
from the series. Printer James Adams engraved the new State Arms seen 
on the face. This is a bold example with sharp embossing and a wide sheet 
edge at the right end.

This circulated note has much paper body remaining. Dark black, penned 
signatures of John Laws and John Wiltbank are on the face.

This is a sharp-looking, larger format shilling denomination type note. 
The face margins are broad and even, and the printing is bold. This 
example is serial number 16139 and the Newman plate note illustrated on 
page 127 of the 5th edition.

The Newman Collection contains examples of many different border 
varieties within particular types like this. A bright 6 pence note, but with 
the left end a trifle rough. Border variety (c). The right side margin is 
extra wide. Two signatures. Noted with a “Small Hole at Bottom Left.”

This 1755 Georgia Province note series is interesting. The notes are all 
very rare to extremely rare, and choice examples of any denomination 
are next to impossible obtain. Printed on very thin laid paper, the notes 
wore easily and split fairly rapidly; as such, they were often backed on 
other paper to strengthen them, as is the case here. The textual obligation 
is across the note. At the lower right is a nicely detailed, circular emblem 
showing a Woman Operating a Thread Winder vignette. This was also 
used on the 1762 20 shillings. Grading notes: “Splits and Damage; 
Repairs; Backed.” The Boyd Collection note, which was only “Good,” 
realized $2,990 in the May 2004 Ford Part III sale. This is a significant 
type because there are perhaps only a few examples known in all grades.

This is the lowest Sterling denomination note; they were heavily used 
for change.

It has a broad sheet mar¬ 
gin at the right end. A high-grade note like this presents a significant 
opportunity.

The margins all around are even and board¬ 
walk wide. With two signatures: Stirk horizontally, and Wade verti¬ 
cally. A marvelous and handsome note.

This denomination is in a larger format than the lesser pence bills. Border 
(n) variety. Well printed, and showing excellent, even margins. Three 
signatures: McGilvray and Telfair horizontally, and Wade vertically. 
Another marvelous note from the Newman Collection Sterling series. 
Rare in this top grade.

The three 
signatures are nicely accomplished. An appealing note.

The larger format style shows the Sterling denomination printed on 
each end. The horse vignette used on the note is a handsome rendering 
of Colonial era folk art. This example faces up very well. The margins 
are narrow in only two very short portions. Well printed, with the three 
sharply penned signatures of McGilvray, Telfair and Wade. Noted only 
with some “Minor Mounting Remnants on Back.” A bold note.

This is border (d) with a deftly concealed per¬ 
pendicular “!” in the inside left border ornaments. The note is sharply 
printed, and the seal color provides excellent contrast. Noted are “Small 
Edge Splits; Hinge Repairs on Back.” There are a few period penned 
annotations on the blank back.

This a very bold and colorful Georgia 1776 orange seal note. Border 
variety (d). Fully issued, serial number 52, with five signatures. Well mar¬ 
gined for the most part, although it is slightly close at the top left center. 
The boldly detailed seal is rich orange. Noted are only some inconsequen¬ 
tial “Minor Mounting Remnants on Back.”

A scarce $1 green seal note. Border variety (h). The seal exhibits excellent 
color for the type, but there are some flaws including a small hole in the 
seal. Noted are “Small Splits; Tears and Minor Damage; Minor Stains.”

This is a very vividly printed note with two wide sheet margins remain¬ 
ing at the top and right end. Border variety (g). There are extremely well- 
defined seal details and sharp orange color. Noted only with a “Repaired 
Edge Tear at Bottom Center”; the tear is concealed in the ornaments and 
repaired on the blank back with a strip of glassine.

A very small format note that used eight border variants. Border variety

Noted with “Small Edge Splits and Tears; Tape Repairs on Back.” This is a 
fascinating multiple and an important research device.

The five signatures 
are crowded: the two perpendicular ones were accomplished over the 
three horizontal ones. Well margined for the type and sharply printed.

A third $3 1 111 No Resolution note. Border variety (b). This has some 
honest circulation, but exhibits much eye appeal.

The note is even and 
pleasant from the face. The sharply detailed Justice seal shows excel¬ 
lent color. Noted are “Small Edge Tears; Minor Mounting Remnants 
on Back.”

This highest denomination from the series is difficult to encounter in 
any grades.

The note is Fair overall, and backed on a 
modern piece of thick paper. It is missing pieces at the lower left, top cen¬ 
ter edge and right edge. Noted with “Damage; Missing Pieces; Backed.”

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86047 Georgia June 8, 1777 $1/5 Fr. GA-95. PCGS Very Fine 35 
Apparent. 

The June 8, 1777 series notes entitled bearers to Continental currency. 
This fractional denomination note was the equivalent of one shilling. 
At the lower right is a delightful vignette showing a house within a 
fenced yard. A very bold example, and with only some “Minor Mounting 
Remnants on Back” noted.

Noted with “Small Internal Split at Center; Mounting Remnants 
on Back.”

The common face design for the issue, adapted from a woodcut 
by Thomas Sparrow, shows standing Britannia receiving the petition 
(CONG PETI) of the Continental Congress from America, who tram¬ 
ples the named scroll of SLAVERY. George III is shown stomping on 
M.[AGNA] CHARTA as he holds the torch to burn an American port 
being attacked by the British fleet. At each end (in the border cuts) are 
mottoes AN APPEAL TO HEAVEN and PRO ARIS ET FOCIS (For 
altars and the hearth). The back allegory represents a future peace 
between America and Britannia; the motto on the scroll below is PAX 
TRIUMPHIS POTIOR (Peace is preferable to victory). In the corners, 
deftly placed in the borders are, clockwise from the upper left, the sig¬ 
nature of T.SPARROW, LIBERTY, 1775 and F.G. (for printer Frederick 
Green). No other Colonial note compares to this special series emitted 
shortly after the Battle of Lexington and official war declarations. There 
are no notes known from the series in their natural, “Uncirculated” 
state to our knowledge. The series circulated readily, and the majority of 
these rare notes known today are low grade, damaged in some manner 
and often repaired. This note has many attributes to recommend it as a 
superior piece. The printing on both sides is bold and visually exciting, 
with the details rendered beautifully. The note is nicely margined and 
the strong edges prevented the note from being needlessly trimmed. The 
missing small upper left corner tip is more than offset by the superb eye 
appeal overall.

The Silver Bank bills were one of three different “schemes” to take 
advantage of a void in commerce caused by a lack of new Massachusetts 
Bills of Credit. The investors saw potential for profit and were not nec¬ 
essarily civic minded. The Silver Bank had 107 members, with Isaac 
Winslow leading the group. His name was engraved in the obligation 
of the notes and he countersigned the verso of genuine emitted notes. 
Bills of Credit issued by the colonies were a fact of Colonial life by 1740, 
as was the financial uncertainty that went along with all paper money. 
Notes were counterfeited, raised and altered, all in a manner to defraud 
the public. The Crown looked upon this independent activity of emitting 
paper money as treasonous and saw Colonial independent aspirations 
in a different light than had been the case earlier in the century. There 
were also rival schemes, especially the (Land) Bank Bills that vied for 
official recognition. The Silver Bank, due to its specie nature, paid off 
most of its obligations when the Crown enforced the “Bubble Act” on this 
private Colonial activity. This was in contrast to the Land Bank, whose 
liberal activities lingered on for many years past their dissolution, and 
impacted their investors negatively. The schemes helped usher in the 
25-year hiatus from note issuing (1750 to 1775). The counterfeit plate 
for this type is rather crude, and a knowledgeable eye would pick it out. 
Of what remains, this is part of the bottom of a bill. The detailed obliga¬ 
tion is in the center cartouche. At the lower left, most of the charming 
folk image of a small skiff remains, while almost all of the motto FIAT 
JUSTITIA (Let there be Justice) below is missing. The top would have 
had the engraved sculptural details. Noted as “Missing Top Half of Note; 
Splits, Damage, and Pieces Missing and Separated; Mounted,” which is 
on an oversize piece of paper with a collector penciled notation.

Nearly square, and in a larger format than most change bills from the 
period. Printed on laid paper, uniface, without an imprint. It shows dia¬ 
mond pattern bordering with corner floral stops. Engraved text is across 
with ONE PENNY at top end and engraved “JER. ROMEYN, Pr.” at lower 
right; the date is underneath to the left. The right end has the full sheet 
edge, and the deeply embossed printing shows to the blank back. This is 
the only denomination and note known to us, though other denomina¬ 
tions might exist according to the Newman text. Missing from all the 
major collections of change bills, particularly James DuPont. Noted only 
with some “Small Stains,” which are petty foxing; one spot in the lower 
right field identifies this note and its unique status at this time.

1790 Newman page 311. PCGS Very Fine 30 Apparent. 

This small change bill is very likely unique, the only example we have 
ever encountered, and stylish. A small format rectangular note printed 
on laid paper with a simple vine border enclosing the text and vignette. 
“IOU One Penny” is across the center; beneath at the right is the issuer 
name, “A. SHERIDAN.” At the top is a very quaint and well-detailed 
swan vignette with the date below. A mysterious issuer, but Eric Newman 
attributed and placed the bill with the New York issuers and plated it on 
page 311 of the 5th edition. A beautiful piece, but noted with “Edge Splits; 
UR Corner Replaced,” which was done a bit crudely. An important early 
American scrip note possessing dual appeal for Colonial and Obsolete 
collectors.

Certain types appear on differ¬ 
ent varieties of paper, depending upon what was available at the time of 
printing. Completion of all 56 types is an impressive task, and Eric P. 
Newman is one of the few to have achieved this meritorious set. We are 
not aware of high-grade notes of many vignette types, especially among 
the lesser denominations; the fragile paper often used and tight margin¬ 
ing subjected many to the small nicks and flaws we see today. The six dif¬ 
ferent $1/16 notes are all among the most difficult of the denominations 
to find in choice grades. The butterfly is rarely encountered in any condi¬ 
tion, but this is an attractive example overall.

The frail paper, brief period of issue and the fact that only eight 
denominations were emitted contribute to their rarity. Because many 
collectors desire an example for a general typeset, or to add in with their 
“Thirteen Colonies” sets, the existing 150 or so known of all denomina¬ 
tions tends to be rather spread out. Only the major cabinets, such as the 
Newman Collection, have had one or more denominations. Even F.C.C. 
Boyd did not have a complete eight-piece denomination set. The series 
was printed by Judah Spooner and Timothy Green III on very thin, 
fragile paper that cracked quickly and disintegrated over time. The notes 
were used for a year, then their legal tender status was revoked; but they 
continued to be used for paying taxes and were destroyed at the time of 
payment. The face shows fancy side borders and top border cut. At the 
lower left is a seal with the motto VERMONT CALLS FOR JUSTICE. 
The back shows a diamond pattern rectangle forming a cartouche with 
the imprint and counterfeit warning inside. This second highest denomi¬ 
nation is rarer than each of the lower denominations. The 1990 Sanborn 
Partridge census listed only ten examples at that time, though a few 
more have surfaced in the past quarter century. Signed on the face by E. 
Walbridge and T. Porter, with a little inking weakness in the latter sig¬ 
nature. There is a small pen endorsement at the bottom of the back. The 
note has exemplary paper body overall with the exception of a chipped, 
slightly ragged upper left corner. It faces up very well, with ample borders 
on all sides. A longer central split is hinge repaired on the back, just into 
the imprint. The deeply inked printing clarity is excellent. Noted with 
“Splits and Tears; Hinge Repair on Back; Minor Damage in UL Corner.” 
A handsome Vermont 40 shillings. Superior to the Boyd Collection note 
that was backed on paper and rough along the entire right edge. This will 
be a perfect addition to a high-caliber Thirteen Colonies set or any sig¬ 
nificant Colonial currency collection.

Like the North Carolina notes and docu¬ 
ment cataloged earlier in this sale, the phrase “...being a Person of Evil 
Name, fame, and Dishonest Conversation...” appears. A rare counterfeit 
note, and made more desirable with this primary source documenta¬ 
tion and period seizure. Noted by PCGS are “Internal Tears; Pinned to 
Document.” Unique, unusual and historically significant. The document 
and transcription may be viewed on the Heritage website.

These pink 
paper detector notes are a bit of a mystery because their great rarity has 
yielded few examples to study. This example is plated in color in the 
front highlight pages of the Newman 5th edition. The May 10, 1775 
Session notes are the first Continental currency issue. There were ten 
denominations authorized. The $20 marbled paper notes were printed 
separately due their different size, unique style and distinctive paper. The 
$30 notes from the session also have a unique character, with an unusual 
back featuring the two Benjamin Franklin motif emblems that were also 
used on the $20. Eight other denominations, $1 to $8, were printed on 
eight-subject panes. The $30 notes were not printed individually or on 
their own separate sheet as one might surmise, but on an eight-subject 
pane in the $1 to $8 set, substituting for one of the denominations. This 
fact is confirmed by the Boyd Collection regular issue pane sold in 
Ford Part VI, October 2004, lot 503. The $30 note is in the position that 
would have been occupied by the $3 note on that example (as seen on lot 
504 in Ford Part VI). The pink detector notes would have been printed 
in a similar manner, with the $30 substituting for one denomination. 
There is also a $1 pink detector note in the Newman Collection. This 
$30 detector provides further evidence about the various substitutions 
of the denomination that might occur within an eight-note pane. Note 
the extremely wide, full selvedge at the top and right. This example 
was printed on a pane substituting for the $8 note at the upper right, a 
departure from the position observed on the Boyd regular issue note 
pane. At the bottom and left of this note are portions of the adjacent 
notes, which prove the notes were not printed individually. Other pink 
detector denominations, besides the $30 and $1 notes cited have not been 
observed by us, but the existence of the $1 pink detector indicates it is 
possible that other denominations may be discovered in the future. This 
is an attractive example with bold printing.

The Federal Indents issued from 1782 to 1787 represent an unusual series 
of Confederation period notes that were created due to the inability of 
the Continental Congress to redeem its paper money after the war. The 
new Federal government was still responsible for debt repayments on 
domestic and foreign bonds, which could only be met using anticipated 
states’ taxations. The notes were created to be payable to the bearer for 
those taxes in convenient denominations and, in some cases, written in 
“ninetieths of a Dollar.” The indents were issued on September 27, 1785 
and October 11, 1787. These are rarely offered, and this is an interest¬ 
ing example. It was printed on thin paper with border designs at top 
and bottom. At the left end is the indented printing with the textual 
denomination. The “ONE DOLLAR, and” denomination is engraved in 
the typeset obligation, followed by space to accommodate a fractional 
addition in “ninetieths of a Dollar,” which is written in as “fifty five” 
on this example. A ninetieth of a dollar was equal to one penny in the 
English system, and paper small change penny bills using that system 
circulated concurrently with these indents. Signed by Michael Hillegas, 
the less encountered signature on this series. He was co-treasurer of the 
United Colonies, along with George Clymer, and edited the Declaration 
of Independence. Because of that work, he was not a signer; Clymer 
signed instead. Later, Hillegas would become the first Treasurer of the 
United States, and he is pictured on large size $10 gold certificates. The 
paper is strong, the margins wide as originally cut on three sides with 
natural deckling remaining on the right. The indented printing cut shows 
part of the engraved ONE DOLLAR and would have fit the indent book 
neatly upon redemption. There is some modest foxing, which is noted as 
“Minor Stains.” This is a superior Federal Indent note with an interesting 
denomination and strong Hillegas signature.

The Continental Congress authorized United States Lottery tickets are 
perfect to collect along with the currency notes. The lottery was deemed 
a way of raising funds that would be less objectionable than further 
taxes. The lottery was poorly received since the payout ratio was low 
compared to other lotteries commonplace at the time; thus the public 
ceased to subscribe. There are several classes, plate letters and signa¬ 
ture varieties to collect. Currency signers often signed tickets as well. 
No definitive listing of Colonial era lottery tickets has been made, but 
the James DuPont Collection auction (R. M Smythe Co., Sale #115/116, 
March 1993) and the Paul Richards 1988 fixed price list are resources 
used by collectors. The common style for the laid paper tickets was an 
indented printing at the left with a fancy monogram and typeset text. 
The Plate U. ticket is signed by J. Barge, numbered and countersigned on 
the back edge as issued. There are “Small Edge Tears” noted, but this is a 
bright example and underrated compared to many Colonial notes.

This is an extreme rarity and a historic $3 issue from a foundry that pro¬ 
duced war materials for the Confederacy. This is a two-state issuer and 
has been of great interest to collectors from both states, avidly sought 
after when notes from here have rarely crossed the auction block. Printed 
on white paper in brown with slightly deeper shade denomination protec¬ 
tors. At the top is a train heading east. At the far left is standing Justice. 
Bold signature of James Noble as treasurer. An excellent history was 
supplied from our 2015 FUN Alan Dorris Collection sale: “Cherokee 
County is located in far northeastern Alabama very near Rome, Georgia. 
This company was commissioned by the Confederate government to 
produce pig iron for the Confederate war effort, on the site of a foundry 
operated by James Noble, Sr., and his five sons since 1855. Construction 
involved an estimated 1,000 Confederate soldiers and slaves from nearby 
plantations. The furnace went into production in either late 1862 or early 
1863. Charcoal was produced on nearby farms and plantations to fire the 
furnace, and water power from the Chattooga River was used to power 
the blast. The pig iron ingots manufactured at the furnace were sent to 
the Noble Brothers’ foundry in Rome for the manufacture of war mate¬ 
rials. The furnace was knocked out of production for the remainder of 
the war by Union troops in 1864. Although payable at the Rome agency 
of the Planters Bank of Savannah, these notes are clearly an Alabama 
issue, as the Cornwall Foundry was located near Cedar Bluff, Alabama. 
The ruins of the foundry are still visible today and the place is on the list 
of National Historic Sites.” We have handled four other notes from the 
issuer, but this is the first $3 note. Fully issued and appealing. Noted are 
“Repairs; Pieces Replaced; Design Redrawn,” that are details not readily 
noticed from the attractive face. Historic Southern notes like this never 
go out of vogue with today’s sophisticated collectors.

There 
are mentioned “Edge Splits and Tears; Pieces Missing” by grading. This 
might be unique, and Alabama Civil War scrip of this highest rarity has 
always been coveted.

The First was originally formed in Little Rock in June 
16, 1861 and was composed of companies A-K. They fought in impor¬ 
tant, early Western Theatre engagements such as Wilson’s Creek, and 
later in the year were sent to the Indian Territory to engage pro-Union 
Cherokees. Early in 1862 they were involved in the Battle of Pea Ridge 
directed by the officers of the Army of the West. The First Arkansas 
Mounted Rifles was not a Confederate Cavalry unit for long, as they were 
dismounted by the middle of 1862. There was tremendous reorganiza¬ 
tion of Confederate forces at that time and Arkansas enlistments were 
adjusted as well. They fought through the War and eventually surren¬ 
dered in North Carolina in April 1865 as part of the Army of Tennessee.

Vignettes adapted from engraved Obsolete banknotes of the period 
include a locomotive and cars at the right end, under the curve of the 
long title, and a lower left corner vignette of a woman feeding a horse (the 
scale seems unusual).

Prior 
to the Newman Collection sales, we had handled only three notes from 
the series, and one was damaged.

A rarely seen issued note from this extremely colorful Kansas series 
printed using the (George) “Lymen’s Protection” and engraved by the 
American Banknote Company. Lymen’s Protection was used on only 
very few issues (most often seen on Detroit’s State Bank of Michigan) 
and, along with the red tint, divided the note into different compart¬ 
ment widths depending on the denomination. In the full red-tinted $2 
layout, the note is divided straight in half. In the left compartment, the 
steamboat Lawrence sails along the bottom half and above, in the white 
space die, is a description of the protection device. In the right compart¬ 
ment are titles, obligations, and an outlined cursive TWO protector. The 
bank suffered a fire, among other setbacks, and specialists have believed 
that no properly issued notes were emitted. However, this is actually an 
issued note. Our experience rates the remainders as a High Rarity-5 (11- 
25 known) as opposed to the listed Rarity-6 (6-10 known) published in 
the original Whitfield reference. This issued note though is a specialist’s 
dream example. Noted is a “Tape Repair at UR Corner; Edge Splits and 
Tears.” This rarity has bold color and significant paper body remaining.

W. L. Ormsby engraved a few series of notes during the Kansas Territorial 
period, mostly from Leavenworth as seen in the Newman Collection 
sales. The State Bank notes from Lecompton are much rarer than those, 
and visually striking like most Ormsby notes. As anti-raising devices 
for each denomination, the cherub was used as a counter, with one 
cherub per $1 of denomination (2 cherubs on the $2, and so on). The 
series also used the Ormsby orange color backs. Within the frame of 
ornate shield corners and filigree, five cherubs with floral wreaths 
frolic across the face of this note in an arcing pattern. The back has 
five intersecting orange “Washington” dies. Lecompton, founded in 
1854, was named for Samuel D. Lecompte, the first Chief Justice of the 
Kansas Supreme Court. In 1855, the town became the capital of the 
Kansas Territory. Lecompton was home to many pro-slavery advocates; 
Kansas was a hotbed of debate on the Abolition issue. Eventually, the 
anti-slavery forces gained control of the legislature in the elections of 
1857, disavowed the “Lecompton Constitution” and repealed the pro¬ 
slavery territorial statutes. The victorious Free Soil Party took Kansas 
into the Union in 1861 and the capital was moved to Topeka, leaving 
Lecompton a comparative footnote today. Noted with “Minor Stains.” 
This is a very distinctive note, and difficult to obtain.

Another great rarity from the Kansas scrip note canon and also litho¬ 
graphed by Doty & McFarlan, New York, with the imprint at the bot¬ 
tom center. The style is similar to the Streeter & Strickler scrip from 
Junction City, but the title and city are red on the face. At the top center, 
Washington is between “10” dies. Ornate end panels have denominations 
embedded in the lathe work. The back is blank. Whitfield’s research 
from his book is of interest. Samuel Lappin came to Kansas and founded 
Seneca. He was successful, along with his brother-in-law Scrafford, who is 
also titled on the note. Well after the war, he was Quartermaster General 
of Kansas and was involved with defrauding the State over forged school 
bonds. He resigned and was jailed in 1875, but he escaped the next year 
to Peru (Kansas). Years later he surfaced in Oregon, but a lack of evi¬ 
dence resulted in the charges being dropped. We have handled only one 
note from the issue, a 50 cents that realized $603.75 in 2004. Only some 
“Minor Stains” are noted on this important note.

The second denomination from this historic issuer from the Newman 
Collection we have offered. We previously noted that a hallmark of many 
Newman Collection notes is the historic sensibility that merits study 
and reflection, and this note is a superb example. Kansas, a “Free State,” 
had townships that developed directly from the Abolitionist move¬ 
ment and Sumner, a rival to Atchison, was one of them. The town was 
named for stockholder George Sumner, brother of the Massachusetts 
senator Charles Sumner. The senator was savagely struck with a cane by 
Preston Brooks of South Carolina on the Senate floor, May 22, 1856. This 
occurred after business closed on the day he delivered his “Crime Against 
Kansas” speech attacking Stephen Douglas and South Carolina senator 
Andrew Butler. The incorporated town, reaching 2,000 inhabitants, lost 
a key election to become the county seat, and this setback and a tornado 
in 1860 dashed its significance. These Sumner Company notes circulated, 
but were payable after sixty days as written. Lithographed on white on 
paper by T.R. Hiland, Boston. At the upper left is a view of carpenters at 
work while a child gathers wood shavings. The base vignette shows men 
with rowboat. End panels show “5” at left and perpendicular FIVE at the 
right. Fully signed and issued, and the equal of the Whitfield plate note, 
which is the only other example we have seen. A bright note and fascinat¬ 
ing artifact of Kansas’ Abolitionist history.

Farnham is referred to in periodicals of the 
time as a private banker, but issued notes are not known to us, and the 
Whitfield illustrations are all unissued. There are only some “Mounting

The note was sold in 
the Lyn Knight 2002 St. Louis Sale, lot 2125, where it was purchased by 
Herb and Martha Schingoethe. There are “Tape Repaired Splits” noted, 
observed from the blank back and not affecting the face eye appeal.

This is an extremely rare and mysterious Civil War Louisiana-Texas tie 
scrip note that appears to be a new discovery. It was issued from New 
Orleans and payable at two “Counting House” locations in Texas. The red 
issuer [the “I”] signature on the note is difficult to read. The Medlar Texas 
reference lists a 25 cents note, in a smaller format and differently styled, 
but with similar payable obligations. That note has an engraved “Beckly 
& Co.” and a signature of Beckly that seems to be a contradiction with 
this note and its payable notation, but the similarity of names appears to 
be more than a coincidence. The style and format used here on this dollar 
denominated note is similar to other Texas tie notes from New Orleans 
and payable in Jefferson, Texas. Printed on the back of brown rag paper 
Southern Pacific Railroad Company bonds. At the center are: the denom¬ 
ination across, “2” in an ornate cartouche at the top and the complex 
obligations. The upside-down text under the bottom border line was orig¬ 
inally part of the bond paper used. Each end has an intricate panel with 
oval inset for a perpendicular vignette: a train at the left and steamboat 
at the right. Noted with “Edge Tears and Damage at Left.” This intriguing 
note is worthy of additional study, and its rarity clearly stands on its own.

lently. The usual face design for this type has several clipper ships in the 
center. Allegorical figures at the left symbolize Hope and Navigation. 
The ornate right end panel shows denomination dies. An interesting 
dual-note type with printing from two different series. Noted are “Hinge 
Remnants on Back; Minor Rust Stains.” We have observed similar notes 
with this printing and filling in, but they were harshly cancelled.

At 
the end of April 1862, the city of New Orleans fell to the Union, and the 
Cook & Brother company was forced to relocate to Athens, Georgia.

A 
seated allegorical female leans on a Confederate emblem shield at top cen¬ 
ter, with title above and obligation below. The left end shows the crossed 
rifles seen on this series. A green protector ONE is at the bottom. Noted 
is a “Repaired Edge Split at Right.”

The 
notes from both series were engraved and printed by Rawdon, Wright, 
Hatch & Edson, and are styled similarly. At the top right is a train 
vignette with a Louisiana seal to its left. At lower left are seated Justice 
and standing Athena. At the right end a cameo-head counter is between 
corner denominations. Some rust corrosion created the noted faults of 
“Tape Repaired Tears and Holes.” However, this is only the second note 
from the title we have cataloged, both from the Newman Collection, and 
this note is properly issued.

This certainly is among the greatest Confederate era scrip note titles and 
payable types we have ever encountered. Technically, this is a “float¬ 
ing issuer” as it was payable in “Confederate Notes ... on board Steamer 
Natchez.” There is no city listed, but its style most strongly suggests 
the note was printed in New Orleans, where several printers used this 
style. In Wendell Wolka’s Paper Money magazine article “Enemy at 
the Gates ” The Fall of New Orleans and its Effect on Scrip Issuers in the 
City, this issuer is on the compiled listing of New Orleans scrip notes 
used at that time. It is reasonable to classify this as a multi-state type 
due to its unusual obligation, but its New Orleans origin is logical. 
There were many incarnations of the Steamer Natchez. This note was 
used on the sixth boat, which operated during the War and transported 
Confederate troops but was burned near Honey Island, possibly to keep 
it out of Union hands. The bold vignette of a sidewheel steamer travel¬ 
ing eastward is at top center. STEAMER NATCHEZ in green is over the 
smokestacks and the flanking “50” numerals. Text and obligations are 
below with “50 CENTS 50” in green. Cartouches at the ends show the 
textual denomination. The obligation, as we noted previously, is under 
the title. This note experienced extensive circulation, and a portion of 
a period Obsolete banknote reinforced on one side to maintain its use 
in commerce for as long as possible. Noted are “Pieces Missing; Edge 
Damage; Partially Backed,” which are academic points perhaps. Here 
is a currency note evoking the memories of the tumultuous history of 
Southern Civil War river commerce. This is an extremely rare financial 
artifact of the utmost importance.

He firmly plants 
those of his other foot on the edge of the sideways Stars and Stripes 
shield that rests on the E PLURIBUS UNUM banner. Light scrollwork 
enhances the text. A “5” counter is at upper right. Right of center, the 
textual denomination is outlined by the same gray shade of the numeri¬ 
cal counter behind.

Maine, 
gov describes it as a shield with a pine tree and moose (although one 
might not perceive it as being that animal). A farmer with a scythe 
and sailor with sextant are supporters, and the land and sea are repre¬ 
sented behind. The North Star is at the crest, the motto is DIRIGO (I 
lead), and the state name is on the banner at the bottom. Allegorical 
females in the upper corners hold “5” counters: Agriculture at left and 
Commerce at right. Textual counters are in the lower corners. Two stamp 
cancels are on the back of the note, and likely this note was redeemed. 
Trimmed closely in the typical “New England” manner. Despite the 
noted “Stamp Cancelled, Hinge Repaired Edge and Internal Tears; Minor 
Rust Stains,” it is still vibrant.

Sails 
are billowing as the ships travel near the coastline in the vignette at top 
center. The various shades of the clouds in the stormy skies are detailed 
by the skillful engraving of Reed. Numerical counters are flanking, and a 
TWO counter is below. End panels show the beading and other intricate 
details often produced by the firm. Despite the Apparent “Minor Stains” 
mentioned by the grading service, a stately looking note.

An 
upside-down corner penciled notation (old pedigree?) is at lower left on 
the back. There are few Commission scrip notes from Maine and this is a 
rare dollar-denominated example.

End panels show patterned semi¬ 
circular devices. This is an underrated type and is in high grade. The 
signatures and date are especially sharp.

A wide cityscape is seen on the opposite 
shore, and an islet with two simple houses is between. Flanking are “10” 
counters, and an “X” counter is at bottom center. End panels show com¬ 
plex beading, floral elements, and organic patterns. The Apparent nota¬ 
tion is for “Minor Stains” that little affect this charming note.

Finding the Red Ear central vignette. Three couples are shown play¬ 
ing this frontier romantic game that resulted in a kiss for the winner. 
The lucky gentleman holds his “red ear” of corn aloft, but appears 
to be rebuffed by his chosen lady. In the tall vignette above the ONE 
counter at the left end, a standing farmer drinks from a jug. At lower 
right, beneath a “1” counter, is Sewing Girl or The Sewing Machine. It 
shows a woman in a voluminous dress, seated on an elegant chair, as 
she intently operates a sewing machine. Roger Durand attributes the 
original art to genre painter Francis W. Edmonds. June 2012 research 
notes from the Smithsonian Art Museum report that Edmonds was 
a New York City banker as well as an artist, and was cashier of the 
Mechanic’s Bank from 1839-1855. Grading notes a “Small Edge Tear at 
Left,” a minor detraction.

The image is 
flanked by the textual denomination, which is distinguished by the use of 
a different typeface on the left and right, and red “V” protectors behind. 
Numerical counters are in the upper corners. An upright anchor among 
commercial goods is at lower left. A young woman in fancy dress is in an 
oval frame at lower right. The “Hinge Repaired Edge Tears” are noted by 
grading, but the note is just worn and soiled due its long circulation.

End panels 
show portraits (Franklin at left and Washington at right), eagles and 
cameo profiles. The false signature of Nicholas Biddle as president is 
at the bottom right. The Apparent designation is due to “Edge Splits, 
Tears, and Damage; Repairs; Pieces Replaced.” Endorsed on the verso 
and showing though slightly to the face. This serial number 1930 note 
is the Shank Maryland reference book plate note on page 285. Though a 
contemporary counterfeit, this is a rare type with sharp printing clarity.

These notes share a common 
layout, with allegorical Plenty at top center flanked at left by a circu¬ 
lar counter, and at right by a coin vignette. The 25 cents note shows a 
bust quarter dollar reverse, and the fractional notes use Spanish coin 
reverses that mirror their denominations. The issuer is unconfirmed 
for this series. The signature of “Wm. Mitchell” is on the only note 
encountered; however, according to Shank, that name is not found in 
period directories. The sheet is plated in the Maryland book, but whether 
the authors used the Newman sheet is not known.

We have han¬ 
dled several denominations from the bank, but this $2 is rarer and the 
first we have cataloged.

The 
Apparent designation is due to “Missing UL Corner; Hinges on Back.” 
Well made despite being bogus.

At left, a seated mechanic 
is joined by a windblown sailor who holds a sextant and the stars and 
stripes flag. At right, two farm girls with bustled skirts hold aloft a sheaf 
of hay like caryatids.

A large, gray “5” domi¬ 
nates the face of this interesting note. At the upper left, a seated man in 
classical garb holds a stylus and a scroll with “1620” on it. As such, we can 
infer the Mayflower sails away in the background, appropriate for a Cape 
Cod issuer. A “V” block is below. Washingtons portrait is at the right 
end in an elaborate counter frame with scrollwork above and below. An 
important note from Cape Cod. Obtaining a genuine note from the bank 
would be an achievement. We have cataloged only two spurious notes 
from here, and both were different types. This has everything going for it: 
location, rarity and condition.

At lower left is a portrait of 
Thomas Hollis, Esq., According to hollistonhistoricalsociety.org, “The 
name [of the town] was taken in honor of Thomas Hollis, Esq. of London, 
England, a benefactor of Harvard College.” An oval portrait of Henry 
Clay is at the lower right. Dazzling denomination dies are in the upper 
corners. A very impressive note for the Massachusetts specialist who 
appreciates great issued note rarities.

Like the other denomina¬ 
tions in this series, Athena is in the harbor seated upon a throne. Ships 
traverse the harbor to her left and right. End panels show “1” counters 
above and ONE counters below framed vignettes. Lafayette is at the left 
end and a veiled Moneta holding a key is at the right. A red protector 
ONE is across the bottom center. Noted as “Pen Cancelled,” with two 
red pen cancellations seen and with “Mounting Remnants on Back.” 
The plate notes in the Whitman Encyclopedia are held by the Peabody 
Essex Museum in Salem. A stunning note. The first three denomina¬ 
tions we sold broke $2,000 with ease.

“State of Massachusetts” is arced 
above her. At right, a passenger train travels along. A gray ONE protector 
is across. Although hole punch canceled and noted with “Stains; Small 
Edge Tears,” a striking Proof.

In this case, the successor redeemed 
the note in 1882, illustrating the bank’s longstanding relationship with 
the community. This Danforth, Wright & Co. engraved note has a dis¬ 
crete “ABC” monogram for its post-1858 plate, despite its 1853 engraved 
date. At the center, three cherubic boys are shown at the wharf with 
various agricultural implements, and a little lamb as well. They curl 
around a large “5,” which derives its stem from the stars and stripes held 
aloft.

She has her arm around an eagle draped 
with the Stars and Stripes. It is standing on a globe named AMERICA 
and grips an olive branch. The vignette was adapted from Toppan, 
Carpenter & Co. dies from the 1850s.

“10” counters that were placed over the originals. When raised notes were 
discovered by the bank, they added green panels on the new $1 notes with 
tall outlined “1” protectors, making them impossible to raise.

However, 
it is also redeemable in “Bank Bills” and has a high denomination of 
$100. Finely engraved with the imprint of Latham at the lower left. This 
well-balanced scrip shows a building, presumably the hotel, under the 
arced title. The gray frame, end panels, counters and protector enhance 
the appearance. The denomination and counters are penned. The left 
end shows LOVEJOY’s in a rectangle between calligraphic designs. The 
right end shows the perpendicular, curving title. Wide margined and 
impressive.

The signature is very similar 
to the Rathbun who flooded the Buffalo area with scrip in the 1830s. The 
intentionally complex titles are in fine print. However, the note is very 
rare, suggesting that most were redeemed by the Utica banks. Beautifully 
styled, with an allegorical female representing Plenty and Home Industry 
leaning against a shield showing New York’s rising sun motif. She holds 
a billowing banner that reads STATE of NEW YORK. Differently styled 
“1” counters are at each side. Ornate end panels show a variety of decora¬ 
tive elements. At the left, a very three-dimensional ONE is in a cartouche 
between counters. At the right, an abbreviated denomination is in the 
central cartouche, and the bisected county name is at the top and bottom. 
This alluring note merits great appreciation by its next curator.

that example is missing a large piece from the edge. The mill vignette 
at top center is pleasingly detailed.

Signed in pen by 
the public treasurer. Assigned a Rarity-11 rating (2-4) known, and our 
research confirms this. Our CAA September 2003 Raleigh collection 
did not contain any examples from the early Treasury note enactments. 
The Charles Affleck North Carolina collection (NASCA Van B. Elliott 
sale catalog, May 1, 1979) also lacked a note from the first series. The 
condition is superior to that seen on the majority of early North Carolina 
Treasury notes. Most of the few observed notes, of all types, generally 
average Good or so. In October 2015, the Newman Collection 5 Cents 
note from this series graded PCGS Fine 15 sold for $1,762.50. We believe 
this 40 cents note is rarer and might be the finest extant.

A large rose-red “V” protector is at the center, and the serial number is 
printed on a rose cartouche. Noted as “Pen Cancelled,” which consists of 
a single red line through the signature.

A 
double-line border encloses the texts and obligations. The denomina¬ 
tion FIFTY CENTS is across, with a pattern at the left end. The lower 
left has a small “50,” and an “oooo” counter in native language numer¬ 
als.

The style suggests they may have 
been printed at Fort Smith. Florian H. Nash was a merchant and sutler 
at Fort Gibson (it was named for Col. George Gibson), which had been 
abandoned by the United States in 1857. The Confederate Army reacti¬ 
vated it in 1861. This note series was payable only at Van Buren and Fort 
Smith, unlike some of the Mayer’s Brothers notes, which were payable at 
up to four locations. A typeset note printed on brown rag paper without 
an imprint. It has ornate end borders with a double-line frame used at the 
top and bottom. The location and date are at the upper right. Obligations 
are across the note. The upper left shows a bolded “50,” and across the 
center is a bolded FIFTY CENTS. The small print near the top edge reads

Across 
the center is a bolded FIFTY CENTS, and on the line underneath, IN 
MERCHANDISE OR CONFEDERATE NOTES, also bolded. The loca¬ 
tion and date are at the upper right. Bolded “50” counters are near the 
upper border corners. The “II” bolded might be the denomination as 
a counting device for the Native Americans using the note. Though 
mysterious due to its issuer, the great rarity is apparent and this is 
the first example we have ever seen.

Printed on white paper and 
oversize, compared to banknotes of the day. Borders are ornate and bear 
a resemblance to Native American woven patterns. End patterns are 
wider and in a different style from the top and bottom narrower borders.

Obligations are across with space for filling in for issu¬ 
ance. Titles are deftly concealed into the inside of the end borders. The 
Shull-Criswell is Rarity-10 (11 to 15 known). Endorsed on the back as 
paid and at the right face margin as “Cash Warrant” like the Burgett 
plate note. Noted with a “Small Edge Tear at Top Right of Center.” The 
face is vibrant and broadly margined. The Chief John Ross vanity signa¬ 
ture is elegant. The Ross signed warrant in the Newman Part VII sale in 
October 2015 realized $1,762.50 in PCGS Very Fine 30 Apparent. This 
is an important Native American signature and Southern States cur¬ 
rency item.

In 1858, there was mounting concern in the Mormon 
community that the United States government was going to intervene in 
Utah with Johnstons army. There were no direct battles, but there were 
actions, guerilla incidents and casualties from the one-year “Mormon 
War.” Because of hoarding by the population, the lack of specie in cir¬ 
culation to facilitate commerce made these notes necessary. This Series 
A note is very rare and is hand-signed by Brigham Young at the lower 
right. A typeset note, printed at the Deseret News office, without imprint, 
on frail white paper. The simple design uses different fonts, and has titles 
across the top and bolded “2” at the right end. Flanking DESERET at top 
center are small vignettes of baled commercial goods and a plow. The 
obligation is interesting as this was payable “in Live Stock.” Apparent, 
with this note cited as having “Edge Damage; Tape on Back.” Even 
though the Brigham Young signature is blurry, a typeset note is seldom 
encountered, and this example presents an excellent opportunity. These 
notes are never easy to estimate due to their scarcity.

This is an extremely rare Logan Branch Zions Co-operative 
Mercantile Institution note from the first series date observed from 
Logan. Both Rust and Nyholm use only a photocopy of the same note 
from the Church Archives. Printed on white paper in all green ink¬ 
ing by Salt Lake Herald Print. An ornamental border is all around and 
has ornate corners. At upper left is a quasi-coin vignette “10” counter 
that mimics the reverse of an Indian head cent. DUE THE BEARER 
is across the center, with curving TEN CENTS under. The obligation 
states, “Payable only at the Logan Branch in Merchandise at Retail” to 
be in compliance with federal law. There are two signatures at the bot¬ 
tom. The 1894 Logan Z.C.M.l. note in Newman Part VII realized $9,400, 
but it was certainly unique in private hands and in superior condition.

Those notes were 
obtained during 50 years of searching, aided by Krauses connections to 
sources from earlier formed collections. The Bank of Commerce (1854- 
1856) is one of those extremely rare banks. The plated proofs in the refer¬ 
ence books are from the Madison archives. Chet Krause had only a very 
low-grade issued $5 note with red protector from this bank. Though this 
bank is recorded as “closed,” it closed “with loss to no one,” according to 
Memoirs of Milwaukee County, edited by Jerome A. Watrous. Circulation 
would have been redeemed either by the bankers themselves, by the State 
Comptroller, or a combination of both. This is a wonderful series, with 
the quintessential silver dollar vignettes engraved by Rawdon, Wright, 
Hatch & Edson, New York. Printed on India paper mounted on card- 
stock, this is a borderline Gem. At the left, a solitary cherub is rolling an 
1853 silver dollar. At the lower right, a facing woman is holding a floral 
arrangement. Noted as “Hole Punch Cancelled,” as made and with very 
fine razor slash cancels in the signature space.

12. If Auctioneer calls for a full increment, a bidder may request Auctioneer to accept a bid at half 
of the increment (“Cut Bid”) only once per lot.
